REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose an apparatus and method thereof comprising elements being configured as 
recited in claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests, among other 
things, the limitation "generating a second waveform by switching between respective ones of a 
plurality of waveforms having respectively different frequencies in a manner that maintains 
phase continuity between said respective ones of said plurality of waveforms contained in said 
second waveform'' as recited in claims 1, 7 and 13.
